The Howe Sound Trail. 

If we are correctly Informed, this 
work is not being prosecuted with any- 
thing like the vigor its importance en- 
titled the country to oxpoct. The 
trail ought to havo been completed 
last year. "We have been led to be- 
liovo that thero is not tho slightest pro- 
spect of its boing completed this year. 
As was stated in a former articlo, con- 
sidered as an outlet for cattle — and 
noither can bo accounted for much more 
— tho Howe Sound trail is really more 
important than tho Grand Trunk Road 
that is to connoct Hopo with Fraser- 
mouth. To tho former tho stock rais- 
ers north of Cacho Creek look for an 
outlet; and while those to tho south 
haTO tho navigation of the Lower 
Fraser, which it is still contended by 
sonio whose opinions are certainly on- 
titled to very great weight will contin- 
ue to ho used in preference to tho road, 
those of tho North have no such choice, 
but must depend entirely upon the 
trail now in course of tardy construc- 
tion. But it is not alono as a moans of 
placing stock on the'soaboard that 
these outlets and their relative 
claims should ho considered. By 
tho Fraser River road cattle will be 
eot down on tho South side of Fraser- 
mouth, thonco to bo shipped to Vic- 
toria or elsewhere. By tho Howe 
Sound trail thoy will bo placed at a 
point of shipment about equi-distant 
from Victoria, but within somo twenty- 
six miles of Nanaimo, tho next largest 
market, and at Burrard Inlet, tho third 
largest market. It will bo seen at a 
glanco, therefore, that as a distribu- 
ting point, Howo Sound or Burrard 
Inlet possesses important advantages 
which cannot fairly be claimed for tho 
other. This is tho case now. Future 
development canuot fail to increase 
tho difference. Take Nanaimo and 
the great coal interests only yet in the 
bud of development: It will not bo 
very long before Nanaimo shall, judg- 
ing from present appearances, outstrip 
Victoria as a consumer. As a pro- 
ducer, it has no equal. At the present 
tho daily out-put of coal cannot bo less 
than three hundred tons. With the 
enlarged operations now in courso of 
preparation by tho Vancouver Com- 
pany, the Wellington and the Hare- 
wood, there is every probability that 
it will ere long exceed five hundred 
tons a day. This would bring tho 
value (at the pit's mouth) of the an- 
nual out-put up to close upon a mill- 
ion of dollars. This, mark, is in the 
immediato futuro. Of course if one 
were to look away beyond, to tho time 
when not only thoso mines Bhall be 
workod to their full capacity, but 
when numerous other mines, both 
above and below Nanaimo, shall all 
contribute their quota toward swelling 
the aggrogato coal out-put of Vancou- 
ver, the present will be, by compari- 
son, but as the day of small things. 
To get at the root of tho matter for 
present purposes, one must add to the 
coal out-put tho manufactures which 
King Coal will not fail to draw around 
him. In viow of tho present; in view 
of the immediato future; in view of 
the more distant future development 
in store for Nanaimo aud the groat 
coal regions of which Nanaimo is the 
truo centre, are wo wrong in saying 
that the question which forms tho im- 
modiato object of tho presont article 
should bo influenced by such consid- 
erations? This is no more question of 
rival routes, no mattor of sectional, 
conflicting interests. British Colum- 
bia has surely a common interest in 
facilitating by ovory legitimate means 
tho supplying of tho markets from her 
own magnificent grass ranges, thereby 
at onco affording a market for her 
stock-raisers and excluding the foreign 
and vory much inferior articlo, thus 
retaining in tho country tho enormous 
buiub hithorto flowing into foreign and 
competing channels. It is, therefore, 
without any dosiro to see tho work on 
tho Lovror Frasor less vigorously pro- 
secuted that wo havo felt it our duty 
to protest, and do now protest, against 
tho injurious and inescusablo delay 



New Zealand and Australia. 



A Mr. F. M'Cuskea, who kp^ips t n 
be troubled with a number of debtors 
who'will not pay their little accounts, 
publishes tho mimes of a dozen of 
thorn, with the amount of their bills, in 
tho Teranaki Herald, and adds in a 
foot-note, "This is only a small sample 
— about fifty moro will go in this day 
week." 

During the recent strike amongst 
the copper miners in South Australia, 
a number of womon, armed with 
brooms, visited tho ongine-houso of the 
Wallaroo mino, turned out Mr. Higgs, 
tho superintendent, and compelled the 
men to put out tho fires. Tho miners 
havo told off twenty-four men to pre- 
serve tho engines from injury. 

A man named James Wilkins has 
boon committed for trial at Wellington 
on a charge of poisoning cattle with 
strychnine, sprinkled over tho leaves, 
and inserted in holes made in cabbages, 
aud placed within reach of tho animals 
poisoned. 

A Melborne paper claims -that the 
trip to Loudon, from Melborne via 
Valparaiso and Lisbon, may bo made 
in 37 days. 

A prospectus has been issued of the 
Canadian Meat and Produco Company 
(Limited.) with a capital of £200,000, 
in 20,000 shares of £10 each. The 
company is formed, it is mentioned, 
"for purchasing and slaughtering, in 
Canada or elsewhere, cattle or other 
stock, exporting to Croat Britain and 
elsewhere fresh joints of meat, manu- 
facturing from foro cuts and other 
suitable parts of tho animals preserved 
meats of various kinds, and utilising 
in various ways the fat, hides, bones, 
and other parts." Tho wholesale price 
of beef sold by the carcase in the Ca- 
nadian market is 3d. per lb., and the 
freight, carriage, and commission 
amount to about Id., making the price 
of beef delivered in London Id. pet- 
it). An arrangement has been made 
for tho purehaso of the preserved meat 
business of Mr. Johnson, of Edin- 
burgh, who will act as manager of the 
undertating, and negotiations are pen- 
ding for an amalgamation with tho 
Taurin Company (Limited.)

Mnnicipal Council. 

"Wednesday, Aug. 19. 

Tho Mayor took the Chair at 7:1)0. 

On the minutes being read, Coun, Hay- 
ward objected to the wording of a passage 
therein, viz: Committee recommend the 
purchase of lota for "city purposes." 
Novr Ooun. Hay ward contended that 
tlioro was no committee in existence for 
that purpose, the reporting committee no- 
cording to tho minutes of previous moot- 
ing was for tho purchase of land for a 
"City Hall." 

Coun. Morton sustained Conn. Ilay- 
ward. 

Coun. Drummond replied and insinu- 
ated that ho had contended that tho words 
"City Hull" wero wrong, and also made 
some romark as to other members not be- 
ing presout. 

Coun. Morton said as remarks bad 
boon made respecting bis absence, he 
would nay that he had boon present until 
31 o'clock j). m. on Wednesday last, and 
did not think anything of such impor- 
tance would have been rushed through in 
the absense of any member. 

Coun. Drummond didn't like to see 
theso minutes passed and place tho Clerk 
in an obvious position. Coun. Morton 
was not present when the report was read. 

Coun. Morton said that ho remained 
until a quarter to 11 o'clock, and toot it 
for granted that no action would bo tak- 
en that night, and had to leave, being 
culled away. 

Tho Mayor— Coun. Morton said that he 
wasn't a going to stay. 

Coun. Morton— I said I could not stay. 

The Mayor— You said you wasn't ago- 
ing to stay. 

Coun. Morton [with energy] — I said 
nothing of tho kind. 

Coun Go wen said tbo Committee of 
tho Whole bad adopted tho report of tbo 
Committee. 

Coun. Morton. — Of what Committeo? 

The Mayor — You already each havo 
cpoken, now — all in favor of the adoption 
•of tho report will say — 

Coun. Taylor wanted to seo tho thing 
sot right. 

Tbo report was hero road. 

Coun. Hayward — I didn't ask for that- 
The Committeo were appointed to procure 
n site for a City Hall; but when they 
found that tho public feeling was against 
the project thoy changed their base and 
declared that tho sito wa; 
poses. 

Coun. Drummond said it was for tho 
personal aggrandizement of aonio who 
opposed this movement. 

Coun. Hay ward — Will your Worship 
refer to tbo minutes of the 5th of Au- 
gust? 

Tho Mayor — Xo, I will not. I don't 
want to sit hero humbugging all night. 

Coun. Hayward characterized tho ac- 
tion of tho Mayor as high handed. 

Tho Mayor subsequently consented to 
put an amendment to insert "City H ill" 
in place of "City purposes," in tho min- 
utes. Lost — Hayward and Morton in the 
affirmative — and tho original minutes 
were adopted. 

THE BELL. 

Communications with respoct to tbo 
eroction of tho Tiger boll, from the Chief 
Engineer and Secretary of the Tiger En- 
gine Co., wero read. Thoy recommended 
that tho city bo.tr tho expense of erecting 
tho Tiger bell. Laid on table. 

THE .1011. 

Tho By-law to authorize tho purchaso 
of tho lots for "City purposes" camo up 
for first reading. 

Coun. Gowen, seconded by Coun. 
Drummond, moved tho adoption of tho 
By-law. 

Coun. Hayward thought that it was in- 
oumbent on tho mover and seconder to 
point out tbo advantage that would accrue 
from this drain on the Civic Treasury. 

Coun. Go won said that the property 
was cheap — §1,000 cash on ous lot and 
8500 on tbo other — remainder to lio in 
bond and mortgage for two or more 
years with interest at 9 per cent, per an- 
num. A memorandum from Mr. Lowen- 
berg to this effect was read. The offer to 
remain open till Thursday next. Coun. 
Gowen suid tho City must have a place to 
store taps, \alves, and hydrants in, and a 
building for tho engineer. Tho sito 
would also bo suitable for a market, lock- 
up and Police Barracks. 

Coun. Morton moved thatlho first read- 
ing bo postponed till January next. He 
complained of the personal feeling engen- 
dered by this movement, and claimed ero- 
dit for proper motives. Ho considered 
that tho Council hud already been in- 
structed by the Rate-payers not to pro 
ceed with this business. Next January it 
might bo made a test question at tho polls. 
No doubt when the Penitentiary was 
completed the barracks would bo handed 
over to tbo City. Tho property was not 
cheap. It was assessed at £2900, and tho 
purchase money was $5000. The Hudson 
Bay Co. wui only paid tho assessed valuo 
of tho gravel pits. Tbo argument that 
tho lots wore wanted for storage purposes 
fell to tho ground, because tho interest 
on tho money owed would be more than 
the cost of storage. 

Ooun. Drummond warmly urged tho 
passage of the Bylaw. Tho waterpipes 
wanted careful handling, 'To store them 
would bo ludicrous. Ho was acting ju 
dioiously and conscientiously, as hu would 
act for himself, and hecouldn'tsee why the 
objection was made. Ho was satisfied tho 
gaol property would not bo handed over 
to tho eity. He didn't liko to worm in po- 
litical matters, nor to talk claptrap. Why 
bring this up? There must boun object? 
Evory ono had thoir little ax to grind 
[hear hoar J. lie wanted to seo a little pnn 
oiplo [ hear hoar ] . Tboro was something 
unprincipled in it. [Hoar, from Coun. 
Hayward. J City Hall bad been thrust 
down bis throat, but ho had never advo 
catod it. 

Coun. Hayward said it was hard to find 
out what theso lots wero for. They said it 
was for a City Hall, a lockup, a Police 
Barracks, an ongii.o shop, a storage for 
wator-pipos, cocks, valves, and a public 
markot, all to bo crowded on a lot I'M 
feet's^uare (a laugh). The water-pipes 
would never bo stored— they would be 
strung along tho Saanioh road as soon as 
reoeived. Tho Council was not in a posi 
tion to buy. [Coun. Drummond — Tut! 
tntlj You have not thought of this mat- 



ter. From the books of tho Corporation 
it oan be proved that we shall be §5,600 
in debt. The land bought from the H. B. 
Co. was bought to prevent a charge of 25 
oents a load for gravel. If tbo Company 
had been so pleased thoy could havo made 
the city pay §500 for 2,000 loads of grav- 
el. The §100,000 borrowed for water pur- 
poses had been found to bo insufficient. 
§50,000 or §100.000 more would bo re- 
quired to bring tho water into tho city. 
[Sensation.] Wo ought to save evory cent 
we can. Ho askod the Council to pause 
before thoy took tho first step in this 
mad-headed schomo, and examine into 
condition of the financos [ loud applause 
from tho body of tho hall]. Ho likened 
tho proposod oreetion to a tower of babel 
with a lockup at tho bottom, a city ball 
at tho top, a public markot in tho middle 
and 1,300 tons of water pipo to hold tho 
towor steady [ great laughter j. He drew 
attention to the fact that Coun. Gowen 
had returned Mr. Lowonberg's lettor to 
his pocket, and arguod that in a few 
months the Council would have to pay 
for tho lots. Ho asked tho Council to 
drop tho scheme until tho Ratepayers had 
had a chance to be hoard, and seconded 
Coun. Mortion's motion. (Applause.) 

The Mayor said that ho heartily con- 
curred in tho purchaso of the lots, and as 
for running into debt tho City might cur- 
tail tho work on tho streets aud pay for 
tho lots. Ho found almost evory ono ho had 
spoken to in favor of this purchaso and 
ho intended to givo it his warm support. 

C'nun. Taylor made a humorous speech 
in support of tho purchase. He had spo- 
ken to somo first-class growlers and the 
majority he spoke to were in favor of it. 
He warmly eulogized tho Council, styl- 
ing them "gentlemen." The whole re- 
venue next year can ho laid out for other 
purposes besides streets. [Applause. | 

The amendment was lost--Couns. Hay- 
ward and Morton in the affirmative. 

Coun. Hayward moved that the first 
reading bo postponed for ono week to en- 
able a financial statement to bo laid beforo 
tho Council. 

Coun. Morton seconded. 

Coun. Gosven said that the bargain 
could not bo kept open after to-morrow. 

Coun. Drummond said thero was §11,- 
000 now in tbo treasury. 

Coun. Morton was anxious to know if 
tho supporters of the measure wished to 
forco the by-law through tint evening, 
aud said that if it was only read a first 
timo it would not givo tho Council power 
to comploto tbo purchase to-morrow. 

Tho motion for the first reading of tho 
bylaw was carried, Coun. Morton asked 
that tho names bo taken down. Ayes — 
Gowen, Taylor and Drummond. Noe3 — 
Coun. Morton and Hayward. 

NOTICE OF MOTION. 

Couu. Drummond gave notico that ho 
would move for a bylaw for tho purchaso 
of land at Spring Ridge.

Sad Muddle. 

The stringent Indian Liquor Law paus- 
ed during last session of the Canadian 
Parliament has been tbo law of tho laud 
ever since receiving the Governor's assent 
at tho close of tho session, and yet the 
old local law which it repealed has con- 
tinued to bo administered until quite re- 
cently, if, indeed, it is not still adminis- 
tered' by some of tho magistrates in this 
Province. But tho new law defines tho 
British Columbian Indian off tho fuco of 
tho earth. According to it "an Indian is 
hereby defined to bo a person within tho 
definition contained in the fifteenth sec- 
tion of tho thirty-first Victoria, chapter 
forty-two, as amended by tho sixth sec- 
tion of tho thirty-second a' 1( l thirty-third 
Victoria, chapter six, and who shall par- 
ticipate in the annuities aud interest 
moneys and rents of any tribe, or band or 
body of Indians." Wo bolievo wo shall 
bo correct in saying that there aro few if 
any Indians in this Province answering 
to this definition, so that the law, as it ap- 
pears to us, is inoperative here. If this 
bo so British Columbia is without an In- 
dian Liquor Law to-day— a sufficiently 
startling announcement certainly. The 
attention of the Dominion Government 
was directed to the matter a few days 
ago, and wo boliovo it is now under con- 
sideration. 



Under tho arrosting heading of "Tele 
graphic Monsters," there has appeared in 
tho home papers an interesting correspon- 
dence on the legitimate and illegitimate 
U80 of compound words in foreign telo 
graphic messages. Some foolish people, 
itappoars, with a view to economy of ex- 
pense, have been attempting to pnss as 
one word such extraordinary compounds 
a< "tiroinsur.iuce policy," "pigiroutons,"' 
"Wiroanswor," "Jantornjawed," etc. The 
eastern companies won't stand it any 
longer, and, instigated by the Indian 
Telegraphic department, havo published 
a list of combinations which they refuse 
to forward as single words, among which 
appears such words as "anyone," "any- 
thing," to. Such revenge as this has 
elicited loud remonstrance. 

From North Saanioh we learn that one 
of tho new roads has been covered with 
cookie and other shelly. gathered from tho 
beach near by; and that tho road has 
been accepted by the road-boss. We also 
hear that the road-boss' brothor, in mak- 
ing another road, has left a deep chasm 
in the centre of tho road leading to Mr, 
Downio's farm, which rendors tho road 
impassable. The Saanioh people will 
soon havo the remedy in their own hands 
! and will apply it. 

Paternal Government. — What a pa- 
ternal Government ours is may be judged 
from tho fact that a year ago it sold by 
auction 10,000 aoros of land at about a 
dollar an acre in Now Westminster Dis- 
trict, and immediately afterwards clapped 
on taxes, rating tho land at §2 50 per 
aero. And at this rato tho poor settlers 
have to pay. Ah, when the day of rec- 
koning comes!

The $5000 Job Condemned. 

Editor Colonist — As ono who thorough- 
ly approves of a scheme for a Public Mar- 
ket, I shall rejoice to seo tho proper steps 
taken by our City authorities for the ac- 
quisition of the necessary sito; but 1 cer- 
tainly cannot seo that tilery is tho least 
necessity for choosing such costly lots as 
appear to be contemplated. It is a plain 
matter of business, and if tho Council 
would only adopt business rules in this, 
as well as other affairs which como with- 
in their provinco, the ratepayers would 
bo saved many a dollar. 

They can obtain equally eligibly situ 
ated property and of more suitable ,li 
mensions at certainly loss than half the 
cost proposed. For instance, the lots 
forming tlx! swamp in Port strict would 
probably be obtainable at an average cost 
of $300 per lot, and six of these lots 
(fronting on two streets) would mako a 
capital market place. I havo no doubt 
other good sites could bo pointed out at 
equally reasonable prices. At any rate- 
lot thero bean endeavor to obtain the 3ito 
as reasonably as possible. 

Arbitrations and appeals involving 
heavy legal expenses wero indulged in 
in settling tho price for tho land required 
by tho Water Works schomo, but the 
Council now appear to bo erring in the 
opposite direction.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Canada. 

Ottawa, Aug. Hi— Bishop Cbonoy, 
of tho Reformed Episcopal Church, 
Chicago, preached to a largo congre- 
gation this morning and evening. In 
tho afternoon, ho porformed tho rito 
of confirmation iu St. Andrew's 
Church. 

Ottawa, Aug. 17. — Tho bush fires 
about hero are becoming very alarm- 
iug. Tho village of Aylmer is threat- 
ened with destruction, and all tho 
male population aro lighting tho fire. 
Thero is a largo tiro in tho woods, 4 
miles above this city, and ouginos and 
men havo boon sent up from hero to 
render assistance. The atmosphere is 
tilled with smoke, and the wind is 
blowing hard. Tho bush is on fire 
near hero and a large amount of pro- 
perty lias already been destroyed. 

Ottawa, Aug. 17. --Destructive fires 
raging in tho vicinity of Ottawa aro 
a portion of the devastating lire of 1(5 
miles. The most disastrous scone is 
in tiie direction of Aylmer, whore the 
lire is !i miles in length and making ra- 
pid progress toward tho Duchess. 
Nino engines of the Ottawa fire bri- 
gade have been sent to fight the flames 
near Miller's mills. The citizens are 
hard at work lighting tho element. 
Business operations are suspended. 
This p, in. the eity is enveloped in a 
cloud of smoke and ashes, Many aro 
packing thoir valuables. 

Oki.kana, Aug. 17. —Extensive bush 
tires have been raging in tho tenth and 
eleventh concessions, near Orilla. 
The tires aro spreading so rapidly that 
great fears are entertained by tho set- 
tlers. 

Quebdc, Aug. 17. --Trader's • livery 
stables and driving sheds, together 
with a dwelling occupied by the Pro- 
vincial Secretary, wero burned last 
night. Loss $4:0,000.

Aspinwall, Aug. 1G — Tho steam- 
ship Acapulco sailed henfto on tho 
15th for New York. 

Eastern States 

Augusta, Aug. 16 — Gabriel and 
Mike Murrell, who shot Capt. A. T. 
Butler, were taken from jail on the 
death of that gentleman last night by 
a crowd of armed citizens, and after a 
few hours' trial before an improvised 
jury, Gabriel was remanded and Mike 
was shot. 

Chicago, Aug. 17. — Lord DufFerin, 
Governor-General of Canada, who has 
been the city's guest sinco Saturday, 
to-day visited the Board of Trade, ac- 
companied by his wife and staff. 

L ird Dufferiu, during his visit to 
tho Board of Trade to-day, made a 
speech, in which ho said that though 
it did not become him as tho Goveror- 
General of Canada and Legislator (?) 
of tho Crown to express his sentiments 
on political questions, he could not 
but acknowledge that the Governments 
of (Leaf Britain ami Canada had de- 
cided to pursue that line of policy that 
would tend to increase and develop 
the intercourse now existing with tho 
United Slates, and make relations with 
her closer and more satisfactory. Ho 
did not think the citizens of tho Unit- 
ed States wanted a one sidod reciproci- 
ty treaty any more than did the citi- 
zens of the Dominion. The honorable 
intention of both Governments was to 
secure a mutually advantageous bar- 
gain, and for such he would givo his 
voice and influence. The Governor- 
General was heartily cheered during 
the speech, and at its conclusion by 
members of the Board. 

Washington, Aug. 17. — Up to date 
tli o amount of circulation withdrawn 
by tho National Banks by tho deposit 
of legal tenders is greater than any 
anion nt issued since tho passage of the 
new law by about one million, thus 
marking a cunt ruction of currency to 
thai extent. A number of the banks 
thus withdrawing circulation aro sit- 
uated in the south and west. 

Omaha, Aug. 17. —A telegram from 
Fori Peltoriug states that a half-breed 
there reports that a council of Chey- 
enne and Arapalioes had decided to 
call their war parties from tho vicinity 
of the railroad, and return to the Agen- 
cy.

Glendenning, pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, Jeriey City, died this morning, 
In hor death-bed statement sho charged 
Glendenning with being tho father of her 
children. 

Austin, Not., Aug. 18. — A heavy rain 
«torm accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning, set in at this place at a quarter past 
fivs this evening, and in a few minutes af- 
ter the comuionoemont of tho storm afoot 
of water was running through the streets. 
At half-past five men encamped on the 
hills on tho south side of the canyon, in 
which tho town is built, rushed in a body 
to a hill overlooking tho town, making 
frantio gestures indicating impending 
danger. A moment afterwards a horse- 
man galloped through the canyon, crying, 
"tho wator! tho water] to the hills! to the 
hills!" and immediately behind him fid- 
lowed a wall of turbid wator 8 feet in 
height, which swept through the town 
like an avalanche carrying destruction 
with it for a few minutes. Nothing could 
bo hoard but the crash of timbers falling 
among and crashing tho buildings, and 
the deafening roar of the torrent. The 
poople fled to tho hills, aud thereong they 
witnessed tho awful scene of destruction. 
Fortunately no lives wero lost as fa 1 ' as 
known. It is impossible to accurately 
estimate tho amount of loss at present; 
but it is immense and cannot fall short of 
8100,000. At this time (9 p. m.) a heavy 
torrent is rushing through tho streets, 
and the rain is falling heavily. 

The cause of tho disaster appears to 
have been a cloud bursting in tiie vicini- 
ty of tho summit. 

Canada.

English Correspondence. 

London, July 23. 

The visit of the Emporor of Russia 
seems not only to have been conceived 
in a friendly spirit but also to have had 
a matrimonial intention. People say 
that ho wanted the Queen to give 
Princess Beatrice! to the Grand Duke 
Alexis, and that her Maje-ty's rather 
sudden whisk offto Scotland was ta- 
ken in order to frustrate this inten- 
tion. The Crown Prince and Princess 
of Prussia aro enjoying a delightful 
round of fostivities and entertainments, 
dinners, luncheons, balls, &c. Among 
the most brilliant of Jihe latter was one 
given by tho Royal Yacht Squadron 
tho day before yesterday at Ryde. It 
was done by subscription among the 
members in tho handsomest manner 
possible. No member gave less than 
$50, and many gave a great deal more. 
Sir ltichard Sutton and tho Marquis 
of Exeter lent magnificent services of 
gold plate, and others similar contri- 
butions. Tho supper, and tho decora- 
tions for tlio room in which it was 
given, camo down from Guntor's in 
London, a Railway journey of 80 miles, 
and then across the Solent. Tho in- 
vitatioriR wero limited to 500, and, as 
may be guessed, wero eagerly sought 
after. The German fleet of iron clads 
which is moored off Ryde cent a good 
quota of officers who wero covered 
with ordors and crosses. One good 
looking young Hussar attracted es- 
pecial attention; ho wore a short Rear- 
lot tunic, nearly covered with gold in 
front; hanging over his left shoulder 
and back was ono of those floating 
jackets which our hussars used to 
wear, of blue trimmed with fur; his 
broast covorod with decorations; Hes- 
sian boots bound with gold.

The Grown Prince with hia 
white uniform aud tall form was of 
course the most conspicuous as well 
as the most distinguished guest of tho 
evening. His wife, who is already 
very matronly in her appearance, was 
chatting and bowing.aud smiling mer- 
rily and pleasantly to all' sho knew. 
Fortunately the weather was fine and 
many of the company were able to 
spend what was left of the small hours 
of the morning on board their yachts. 
It does seem as if the comet had 
brought an increase of heat to this 
part of the earth at least, last week's 
thermometer readings being 5 ° in 
excess of tho usual average at Greon- 
wich. 

Your agricultural readers will do 
well to get bold of Thomas Baldwin's 
•'Introduction of Irish Farming." It 
contains 169 pages of well condensod 
practical, information. The five chap- 
ters treat respectively of manures. 
The crops to grow and' how to grow 
them. Livestock. Examples of suc- 
cessful farming, and, lastly, of cottage 
gardening. Of course there is a wido 
divergence in the climates of Canada 
and Ireland; but most peoplo will be 
surprised to find that there is actually 
a less rain-fall in Ireland than inEn^« 
land or Scotland, the figures being in 
round numbers thirty-two in tho for- 
mer, against thirty-four in tho 
two latter, while the average tempera- 
ture of Ireland is higher than either. 
As might be expected in tho most suc- 
cessful Irish farms, stock raising is 
the grand item of profit; though I for 
one should not have imagined that tho 
most notable instances of profitable 
fanning there would havo been from 
sheep raising. Mr. Baldwin believes 
that Ireland might be made richer by 
at least §7,500,000 a year by paying 
more attention to the dairies, and tho 
improvement in the produce thereof. 
Herein is a hint to your fanners. 

Talking of live stock, I obsorvo that 
last week a Joint Stock Company has 
been brought out here under wonder- 
fully favourable auspices, for the pur- 
pose of importing fresh meat into 
England. It will be interesting to seo 
how it takes with the British public, in 
the present glut of money, but sus- 
picion of Joint. Stock Companies. 

A curious and rather startling re- 
tnrn has just been made of the num- 
ber of accidents which have occurred 
during tho past year in Portsmouth 
Dockyard. No less than 0,000 persons 
were injured in twelve months, being 
about thirteen per working day, and of 
these 1,000 wore so badly hurt as to be 
either killed or incapacitated tI froni 
further work. 'The enormous increase 
above previous years is attributed to 
the larger use of steam machinery in 
the shipbuilding and other depart- 
ments. Anyhow the figures are. suf- 
ficiently shocking. 

The Prince of Wales had rather a 
narrow escape the other, day at Chat- 
ham; the horse of a certain well-known 
General ran away with him, and 
knocked his Royal Highness over, 
horse and all. The Prince behaved 
very pluckrly, instantly remounting 
and joining the Crown Prince as if 
nothing had happened. This is not 
the first time the Prince has beenTjowl- 
ed over in this manner, once before in 
Rotten Bow. He is a good horseman, 
with rather a loose, careless hunting 
seat. 

1 heard rather a neat thing whicli 
was said on Monday night by a young 
subaltern at a ball to his partner. "Do 
you know the — nd Regiment?" (naming 
one of the most distinguished in tho 
sc. vice) "I don't think many of (ho 
officers aro gentleman. Do you?" Im 
agine the confusion of the youth 
when he found that his' partner was 
the wife of one of the aforesaid offi- 
cers. 

Jusi now people's spare though ta 
are mostly given to the knotty question 
as to whether there was a man and 
Jog fight at ilunley. Opinion;-! are 
pretty evenly divided on the subject, 
as was tho case when the Claimant 
tirst appeared on the scene. To my 
mind the case looks very ugly for Mr. 
Greenwood, tho correspondent of tho

Casual," who contributed the original 
letter to thai journal'. 1 bolievo tho 
affair is a re-hash of what took place 
some fifty years ago. Probably the 
upshot: will hedecidf-d iu the course of 
this week, as Mr. Greonwood has com- 
mitted himself to tho King's Head 
public bouse, as the point; from which 
he took bis departure on the evening 
in question, and it ought not to be dif- 
ficult to prove (or disprove) his 'asser- 
tions, with this datum. It will be odd 
if tho paper which used to boast of tho 
largest circulation in the world should 
prove to have been again hoaxed. 
They say t hat the false despatches from 
Khiva did this paper a vast deal of 
harm. 

Yesterday afternoon Ryde was again

the Crown Prince's baud discoursed 
more music. Last night tho Prince of 
Wales' fancy dress ball was, I hear, n 
magnificent affair, gayer than anything 
which has bee unci since the days of 
Charles II.
